NOTES. FROM THE BOTANIC © 
GARDENS.: 


Many of the Lxoras ore showy plants whon in 
flower, At tho present momont o bush of a 
varity of Izora Loecines with its orange-searlet 
flowers makes a very pleasing sight on the Iawn 
near the entrance to the No. 1 house. This 
particulary plant was nearly killed by the frost 
of January, 1893, but it has now lost all trace 
of. tho damage’thon done, “The flowers.are 
‘freely produced in cymes or, in common par- 
lunce, trusses of the ends of the branches. 
Ixoras belong to tho same family as the Coffoo 
and Cinchona and tho spevies under uotice is 2 
notive of India and Coslou whore it ascends to, 
a height of 2,000 ft. : : 

The perfamo known as long -Hang 
is, wo have no doubt, familiar to most 
Indies. This scont is distilled from the fgwers 
of - Canangu odorata, an Anonacsous ~ plant, 
spacimens of which are now in flowor in both 
the old and new gaidons. The flowors, which sro 
greenish-yellow, aro not very conspicuous ns they 
differ ouly slightly in colour from the leaves. 
They are produced in great numbers and 
although their presence may be detected at grest 
distinces by thoir seent they can be readily sean 
only ut-close quarters. Tho Iaag-Lang is largely 
cultivated in India and many other tropical 
conntries, Ono tree stands in the new garden 
just inside the central gate, Albany Road, and 
another ai the lop of the big steps at the 
uortb-east entrance in the old garden. 

There aro not. wany Madagascar plante in 
tho gardens but there is one which may: well be 
grown “by anyone who is fond of flowering 
shrubs, This is Cryptoxtegia Mudoguacari- 
enais with parple flowers whieh are Lorne very 
abundantly throughout the summer months. 
There are ceveral plants dotted abont on the 
Jawns in the old garden and at the present 
time they look well.
